The purpose of seeking a reissue patent is to correct the insufficiency in the patented 
claims by presenting new claims which are commensurate with the true scope of our invention.

REISSUE APPLICATION OF U.S. PATENT NO. 5,902,965 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.175(a)(1), I state that there is at least one error in the patent, 
which error is relied on as a basis for this reissue. Claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 5,902,965 patent 
recites an electronic means to subtract the weight of the second ingredient called for in said 
recipe from the weight of the second ingredient in the weighing container. However, our 
invention is not limited to processing having this electronic means; rather, our invention can be 
practiced using other algorithms. Another error is that claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 5,902,965 
patent recites a display means to show the amount of the first ingredient needed to establish the 
correct ratio. However, our invention can also be used to display amounts of other ingredients, 
including later added ingredients needed to establish a correct ratio with previously added 
ingredients.
